Deadly delays? 

Grits turn up heat on Tories 


Canada's war crimes legislation gets first conviction 


Delays have cost lives. 

That’s the Liberals’ mes¬ 
sage as they take the Harp¬ 
er government to task over 
its handling of the vaccine 
to fight the H1N1 influen¬ 
za virus (also known as 
swine flu). 

Liberal MP Bob Rae 
asked Health Minister 
Leona Aglulckaq if she real¬ 
ized people have died — 
and will die — because of 
delays in ordering and 
rolling out the vaccine. 

“Does she not under¬ 
stand that these delays 
have cost, and will cost, 
lives?” Rae said Thursday. 

Industry Minister Tony 
Clement answered the first 
two questions for 
Aglulckaq, telling the 
House of Commons that 
six million doses of vaccine 


were to be delivered by Fri¬ 
day. 

“By the end of next 
week, there will be an ad¬ 
ditional three million dos¬ 
es for a total of nine mil¬ 
lion doses for Canadians,” 
Clement said. 

But later, Rae again ac¬ 
cused the Tories of foot- 
dragging on the vaccine. 

“There are people who, 
unfortunately, have suc¬ 
cumbed to the disease,” he 
said. “I think it’s a reason¬ 
able thing to say that if 
they’d had the vaccine, it’s 
quite possible their lives 
could have been saved.” 

Thousands of Canadians 
have been vaccinated since 
Aglulckaq approved a new 
H1N1 vaccine late last 
week.

Hydro-Quebec signs $5B agreement to purchase NB Power 


CSIS boss admonishes 
romanticizing terrorists 


Hydro-Quebec would get 
the majority of NB Power’s 
assets under a proposed 
agreement worth nearly 
$5 billion signed Thursday 
by New Brunswick 
Premier Shawn Graham 
and Quebec Premier Jean 
Charest. 

The premiers of Nova 
Scotia and Newfoundland 
and Labrador have warned 
the deal would give Hydro- 
Quebec a monopoly that 
could hinder other power 
development in the region. 

But Graham says there 
will be opportunity for 
public debate before the 
closing date of the deal at 
the end of March 2010. 

According to the memo¬ 
randum of understanding, 
Hydro-Quebec would buy 
the assets for $4.75 billion 
— an amount equivalent 
to NB Power’s debt — giv¬ 
ing Quebec greater capaci¬ 
ty to export power to the 
United States. 

Those assets include 
transmission lines, offices 
and most generation facili¬ 
ties including the Point 
Lepreau nuclear power 
plant.

Slain radical’s son

Father was killed in Detroit-area shootout 


The son of the slain leader 
of a radical Detroit-area 
Islamic group was arrested 
in Canada on Thursday. 

His capture came a day 
after the FBI arrested sever¬ 
al members of the group 
and a raid at a suburban 
warehouse ended in gun¬ 
fire. 

The FBI asked for the 
public’s help in catching 
two of the 11 suspects in 
the case still at large. 

And they emphasized 
that the group, a faction of

Islamic group Ummah, 
held beliefs that were not 
at all representative of 
mainstream Islam.

the head of the FBI in 
Detroit. 

The RCMP arrested Mu- 
jahid Carswell, the 
30-year-old son of slain 
group leader Luqman 
Ameen Abdullah, across 
the Detroit River in Wind¬ 
sor, Ont., where Carswell 
lived, the FBI said. 

Abdullah, 53, was killed 
during a shootout Wednes¬ 
day with federal agents. 

He was one of 11 people 
named in a criminal com¬ 
plaint.

f we are going to real¬ 
ize our potential as a 
city, we are going to 
have to be really smart 
about how we do 
things. We will need to 
evaluate alternate ways of 
providing services and 


maintaining infrastruc¬ 
ture. We will have to de¬ 
cide if we want to be the 
model for a 21st-centuiy 
city or a civic backwater. 

A positive indication that 
we are on track to becom¬ 
ing a much more effective 
and interesting city is the 
hiring of Simon Farbrother 
as the new city manager. 

Farbrother was hired 
away from Waterloo, Ont. 
Though Waterloo is much 
smaller than Edmonton, 
like Edmonton, it’s part of 
a regional municipal dis¬ 
trict with a number of 


communities that must 
work together. His success 
in Waterloo bodes well for 
Edmonton. 

Though only time will 
tell, I think we may have 
just picked a winner. One 
of his major achievements 
during his time in Water¬ 
loo was to have the city 
named Intelligent Commu¬ 
nity of the year in 2007 by 
the Intelligent Community 
Forum (ICF). This was no 
small feat. 

Each year, the ICF selects 
communities from around 
the world for its list of the 


Top Seven Intelligent Com¬ 
munities. The criteria for 
selection include signifi¬ 
cant use of broadband 
communications, how well 
the community enables a 
knowledge workforce and 
its efforts in promoting 
digital democracy. 

We are lucky to be get¬ 
ting Farbrother because 
those are important things 
in the 21st century, and 
their value to Edmonton’s 
future cannot be underesti¬ 
mated. However, some of 
the other criteria for selec¬ 
tion are even more impor¬ 


tant. One of them is the 
ability to foster innovation. 

We could do with a lot 
more transformative inno¬ 
vation in this city. Much of 
what we have done that 
has passed for innovation 
has simply amounted to 
doing the same old things 
in a more efficient or effec¬ 
tive manner. We are a city 
in need of transformative 
change. We cannot tinker 
with an old model and ex¬ 
pect it to meet the de¬ 
mands of an increasingly 
challenging and complex 
world. 


It has been said that 
managers do the right 
thing and leaders know the 
right thing to do. Goodness 
knows we have precious 
little leadership on city 
council right now. 

Let’s hope that in spite of 
his title, Farbrother is 
much more leader than 
manager. If that’s the case, 
he will soon show that he 
is well worth his $300,000 
salary.

Flu Outbreak 


As Canadians roll up their 
sleeves for the H1N1 vacci¬ 
nation, there will likely be a 
few faces in the long line¬ 
ups cringing at the thought 
of what’s to come — per¬ 
haps not the vaccine itself, 
but the delivery method. 

Needles have been 
known to elicit tears and 
even fainting episodes 
among those queasy, anx¬ 
ious or fearful about being 
pricked. And experts say 
festering thoughts of poten¬ 
tial imminent pain from a 
shot could weigh on some 
people’s decisions about 


whether to get vaccinated 
in the first place. 

“I think people may have 
concerns about vaccines for 
a variety of reasons, but 
pain and the actual fear of 
getting the injection is of¬ 
ten the barrier that pre¬ 
vents people from getting 
the vaccine,” said pediatric 
psychologist Christine 
Chambers, a Canada Re¬ 
search Chair in pain and 
child health, based at Dal- 
housie University and the 
IWK Health Centre in Hali¬ 
fax. 

“Certainly people who 
are anxious in general are 
more likely to be fearful 
about other consequences 
and other side-effects that

they see might be associat¬ 
ed with the vaccine.” 

Five to 10 per cent of peo¬ 
ple will admit to not getting 
vaccinated because of pain, 
said Anna Taddio, an ad¬ 
junct scientist and pharma¬ 
cist at Toronto’s Hospital 
for Sick Children. 


Chambers and Taddio say 
there are strategies that can 
help effectively reduce pain 
as well as anxiety, particu¬ 
larly among young people. 

Chambers recommends 
parents purchase a topical 
anesthetic cream that can 
significantly reduce pain. 
Taddio suggests applying a 
numbing cream 30 minutes 
beforehand. 

For infants, breastfeeding 
during injections can help 
reduce pain. Distracting a 
child’s attention from pain 
could include talking to or 
giving small toys to babies 
and young kids, or bringing 
a small DVD player or iPod

Clinton talks 
tough to Pakistan 


U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton 
said Thursday that 
Pakistan squandered 
opportunities over the 
years to kill or capture 
leaders of the al-Qaida ter¬ 
rorist network responsible 
for the Sept. 11, 2001 , 
attacks. 

While U.S. officials have 
said they believe Osama 
bin Laden and senior lieu¬ 
tenants have been hiding 
in the rugged terrain along 
the border with 
Afghanistan, Clinton’s un¬ 
usually blunt comments 
went further as she sug¬ 
gested that Pakistan’s gov¬ 
ernment has done too lit¬ 
tle to act against al-Qaida’s 
top echelon. 

“I find it hard to believe 
that nobody in your gov¬ 
ernment knows where 
they are and couldn’t get 
them if they really wanted 
to,” Clinton told Pakistani 
journalists in Lahore. 
“Maybe that’s the case. 
Maybe they’re not gettable. 
I don’t know.” 

With the country reeling 
from Wednesday’s devastat¬ 
ing bombing that killed at 
least 105 people in Pe¬ 
shawar, Clinton also en¬ 
gaged in an intense give- 
and-take with students at 
the Government College of 
Lahore. She insisted that in¬ 
action by the government 
would have ceded ground 
to terrorists. 

“If you want to see your 
territory shrink, that’s your 
choice,” she said, adding 
that she believed it would 
be a bad choice.

poverty Argentina’s Presi¬

Parents need only prove 
that their children attend 
school and are vaccinated. 

According to the Argen¬ 
tine government, poverty 
fell to 13.9 per cent this 
year, compared to 17.8 per 
cent in mid-2008. 

This conflicts with data 
gathered by the Catholic 
University of Argentina, 
which found that 44 per 
cent of households don’t 
have enough income to 
pay for food, health care, 
clothing, taxes and servic¬ 
es.

The passport included a 
tourist visa for Pakistan and 
a stamp indicating he’d ar¬ 
rived in the southern city of 
Karachi on Sept. 4, 2001. 

Another passport, from 
Spain, bears the name of 
Raquel Burgos Garcia. Span¬ 
ish media have reported 
that a woman with the 
same name is married to 
Amer Azizi, an alleged al- 
Qaida member from Moroc¬ 
co suspected in both the 9- 
11 attacks and the Madrid 
train bombings in 2004. 

Her family in Madrid has 
had no news of her since 
2001, according to Spanish 
media. Her passport includ¬ 
ed visas to India and Iran.

Argentina begins debate 


buenos aires Is Argentina 
ready to become Latin 
America’s first nation to le¬ 
galize gay marriage? 

Gay and lesbian activists 
think so — and they have a 
growing number of sup¬ 
porters in Congress, which 
opened debate Thursday 
on changing dozens of 
laws that define marriage. 

It remains to be seen 
whether they have enough 
votes to overcome opposi¬ 
tion from religious groups. 

Canada is the only na¬ 



tion in the Americas where 
gay marriage is fully legal; 
in the Spanish-speaking 
world, only Spain has tak¬ 
en this step. Argentina’s 
capital established its gay- 
friendly reputation in 2002 
by becoming the first Latin 
American city to legalize 
same-sex civil unions.

CALIFORNIA A Sacramento 
County jury has awarded $16.5 
million US to the family of a 28- 
year-old woman who died af¬ 
ter participating in a radio sta¬ 
tion’s water-drinking contest. 
Jennifer Strange, a mother of 
three, died of acute water in¬ 
toxication in January 2007 after 
the challenge to see which 
contestant could drink the 
most water without going to 
the bathroom. On Thursday, 
jurors found Philadelphia- 
based Entercom Communica¬ 
tions Corp. and its Sacramento 
subsidiary liable for the actions 
of its employees at Sacramento 
radio station KDND-FM. The 
station fired 10 employees af¬ 
ter the death. During the trial, 
Entercom argued that Strange 
should have known the contest 
could be dangerous. 

NUCLEAR Iran’s president 
pledged Thursday to work with 
the West to resolve a standoff 
over its nuclear program even 
as his country reportedly 
balked at a U.S.-backed deal to 
limit its uranium enrichment 
and curb its ability to make a 
nuclear warhead. The discon¬ 
nect between the words of 
President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad and Tehran's de¬ 
cision reflected the difficulties 
facing international 
negotiators trying to persuade 
Iran to give up enrichment.

It’s time for the dissent to 
stop and for us to be gra¬ 
cious hosts. 

Incredibly, there are a sig¬ 
nificant number of people 
in this enlightened nation 
who don’t get it. They com¬ 
plain about everything 
from the corporate greed 
embodied by the Games to 
the fact that the torch relay 
was first conducted in 1936 
in Berlin, the so-called “Nazi 
Olympics.” 

These doubters also claim 
that the Olympics will 
somehow bankrupt our af¬ 
fluent countiy and that, 
“...the average Joe is being 
screwed by corporations 
and the government so they 
can have a party.” 

Even Sidney Crosby is 
drawing fire in some quar¬ 
ters for being chosen to run 
the Olympic torch through 
a portion of his native Nova 
Scotia. What gives? 

The critics are missing 
the point. 

Yes, the Olympics have 
become corrupted over 
time and often resemble a 
commercial enterprise in¬ 
stead of the universal move¬ 
ment of peace and under¬ 
standing they were original¬ 
ly meant to be. But while 
it’s true the Games have be¬ 
come, on occasion, an ex¬ 


ample of clubby excess, 
they do have a redeeming 
quality at their very founda¬ 
tion. 

The Olympics are de¬ 
signed to celebrate the po¬ 
tential of youth and demon¬ 
strate the possibilities for 
harmony and co-existence. 
In short, they are an alter¬ 
native to the strife and mis¬ 
understanding that per¬ 
vades the planet most of the 
time. 

Isn’t that worth our alle¬ 
giance — or at least an open 
mind as the torch relay in 
Canada begins? 

The Vancouver/Whistler 
2010 Olympics are now in¬ 
evitable. As the host nation, 
Canada is the caretaker of 
the Olympic spirit, which, 
by the way, is what the 
flame is meant to represent. 

It’s time to step up. 

One torchbearer and 
bank executive I talked to, 
who works for a competitor 
of the relay’s title sponsor, 
summed up her motivation 
behind carrying the flame. 

“It’s a symbol of the 
Games and the values they 
represent,” she told me. 
“It’s about having a mean¬ 
ingful goal, commitment to 
discipline, community and 
sportsmanship. These are 
all worthy values I would 
hope to impart to my chil¬ 
dren.” 

Now that’s why we 
should all embrace the 
flame. 

It’s because the torch rep¬ 
resents hope that there is 
some goodness to be found 
when it reaches its destina¬ 
tion in the Olympic city.

tary in the late 1970s to 
create a super soldier that 
would possess superior 
strength, intelligence, cun¬ 
ning, intuition.” 

Bridges says he asked 
Channon if he felt the film 
made a mockery of his ex¬ 
periments and his life. “He 
said ‘No, I just want people 
to come to my website, peo¬ 
ple who are going to get it 
are going to get it. People 
who are going to pooh-pooh 
it are going to pooh-pooh it, 
but the people who have a 
little bit of curiosity, and are 
really going to get it. That’s 
what I’m looking for. Those 
are the people I’m trying to 
attract.’” 

Copious amounts of LSD 
are used by the characters in 
the film, and Bridges says it 
brought back memories of 
the ’60s for him — includ¬ 
ing the former Sea Hunt 
star’s time with John Lilly.

review Coco Avant Chanel 
is a prestige picture from 
France being trotted out 
for Oscar attention. The 
movie hits many of the 
Academy’s sweet spots: It’s 
a period piece, a biopic, 
and a movie about female 
independence. 

Awards attention is in¬ 
evitable but whether or not 
it is deserved is another 
matter. Coco Avant Chanel 
is a decent telling of the 
early days of fashion icon 
Gabrielle “Coco” Chanel. 

The film picks up with 
Coco in her 20s trying to 
become a singer in sleazy 
French nightclubs. Coco is 
determined not to fall into 
a life of servitude to a man, 
but sadly seems to have no 
alternative. She ends up 
living with an absurdly 
rich aristocrat and scoffs at 
his wasteful lifestyle. 

She starts wearing more 
masculine clothing to the 
chagrin of upper-class 
Parisians, who soon start 
copying her style. Then she 
falls in love with a hand¬ 
some young Englishman 
who she can never have. In 
the end, she chooses inde¬ 
pendence purely because

she can’t be with the man 
she loves. 

This seems like an awk¬ 
ward way to present a char¬ 
acter that is supposed to be 
an early symbol of female 
independence. Coco de¬ 
cides to go out on her own 
purely because her two at¬ 
tempts at finding a male 
companion failed. 

This muddled message 
aside, the movie is gor¬ 
geously made. Director 
Anne Fontaine vividly recre¬ 
ates turn of the century 
France and gracefully spins 
her yam through painterly 
cinematography. 

Audrey Tautou excels as 
Coco.

Filmmaker Robert Zemeck¬ 
is may have worked with 
the likes of Meryl Streep 
and Tom Hanks but the ac¬ 
tor who really bowled him 
over making his latest film 
was none other than Jim 
Carrey. 

“He’s pretty amazing,” 
said Zemeckis during a re¬ 
cent interview. “He works 
so incredibly hard and he 
never stops so you come 
away with hours of all-won- 
derfiil, usable material.

ow that talking 
and texting on 
your cell while 
driving is a 
felonious act in 
Ontario as of this week, 
discussion has turned to 
the various things that 
distract drivers. 

While I personally agree 
that hands-free is the way 
to go for mobiles and that 
no one in their right mind 
would text behind the 
wheel, you know what the 
Nanny State can be like. 
The natural inclination of 
regulators is to regulate. 

Radios with dozens of 
presets accessible only 
through tiny little buttons 
can’t be safe. Satellite ra¬ 
dio? It all depends on the 
receiver. I’m surprised

• 2-3 large eggs, preferably 
free-range or organic 

• Sea salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

• A pat of butter 


• A small handful of grated 
Cheddar cheese 

Directions 

• Crack the eggs into a mixing 
bowl with a pinch of salt and 
pepper. Beat well with a fork. 
Put a small frying pan on a 
low heat and let it get hot. 


Add a pat of butter. When the 
butter has melted and is bub¬ 
bling, add your eggs and 
move the pan around to 
spread them out evenly.

So what does he suggest 
for your pantry? 

“I would say: extra vir¬ 
gin olive oil, dried pasta, 
Salt, pepper, and some 
tinned and frozen vegeta¬ 
bles — there’s nothing 
wrong with tinned toma¬ 
toes or frozen peas.”

No school, no trust fund, Slumdog stars told

music David Bowie knows 
what he’s singing about 
when he performs 
Changes. 

After making a big 
splash in the early 1970s 
as Ziggy Stardust, he went 
on to become the Thin 
White Duke, an artsy 
Berlin angst rocker, the 
“straight” Bowie of Let’s 
Dance and more recently 
the distinguished rock 
elder who goes to fashion 
events with his model 
wife, Iman. 

The career full of char¬ 
acters obscures the less 
fantastic, but very inter¬ 
esting, back story of David 
Jones, a British teen in the 
1960s who desperately 
wanted to make it big. 

He joins some R&B 
bands, dabbles in acting 
and mime, changes his 
last name to Bowie and 
records a painful-to- 
listen-to single, The 
Laughing Gnome, that 
seems to channel Alvin 
and the Chipmunks. 

Nothing in particular 
sticks until he records the 
1969 single Space Oddity. 
Bowie later goes all-in 
with his pioneering glam 
character Ziggy, the one 
with the screwed up eyes 
and snow-white tan. 
Bowie never looks back, 
never stops changing. 

Spitz, a music journal¬ 
ist, does a decent job of 
tracking Bowie’s evolu¬ 
tion through copious re¬ 
search and interviews 
with dozens of people 
who knew him. 

But be warned: Spitz is 
not big on narrative and 
crafting scenes. Events are 
recounted through gushy 
quotes from chums. 
Worse, Spitz has the habit 
of interrupting Bowie’s 
story with vignettes about 
his own story. Who cares? 

The result: A book both 
interesting and irritating.

“It’s pathetic,” said Noshir 
Dadrawala, who helps ad¬ 
minister the Jai Ho trust es¬ 
tablished by the filmmakers 
to provide an education, liv¬ 
ing allowance and housing 
for the young stars, who 
grew up in Mumbai’s real- 


life slums. 

Dadrawala blamed the 
children’s busy schedule for 
their chronic truancy. 

“They are constantly go¬ 
ing to Paris and Cochin and 
Chennai,” he said. “That’s 
fine, but go over the week¬ 
end, not at the sacrifice of 
school.” 

He said the trust decided 


that if the children do not 
get their attendance above 
70 per cent they will lose 
their monthly stipend of 
about $120. If they fail to 
graduate, they will forfeit a 
lump sum payment set 
aside by the filmmakers to 
help the children, who 
grew up in one of Mumbai’s 
more wretched slums, get a 


start in life. 

The filmmakers have de¬ 
clined to reveal the amount 
in the trust for fear of ex¬ 
posing the families to ex¬ 
ploitation.

Salmon 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 salmon fillets (about 6 
oz/170 geach) 

2 cups (500 mL) milk 

1 cup (250 mL) finely 
chopped pecans 

1/2 cup (125 mL) all¬ 
purpose flour 
1/4 cup (50 mL) packed 
brown sugar 

2 tsp (10 mL) seasoned salt 

2 tsp (10 mL) pepper 

3 tbsp (45 mL) canola oil 

METHOD: 

1. Place salmon fillets in 
large resealable plastic 
bag; add milk. Seal bag 
and turn to coat. Let stand 
10 minutes; drain. 

2. Meanwhile, in shallow 
bowl, combine pecans, 
flour, brown sugar, 


seasoned salt and pepper. 
Coat fillets with pecan 
mixture, gently pressing 
into fish. 

3. In large skillet, brown 
salmon in oil over 
medium-high heat. Trans¬ 
fer to 15-in. x 10-in. x 1-in. 
(38 cm x 25 cm x 2.5 cm) 
baking pan coated with 
nonstick cooking spray. 
Bake at 400°F (200°C) 8-10 
minutes or until fish 
flakes easily with fork.
